BATTERY CHARGER 

This battery charger fully recharges 
the 9.6V nickel-cadmium battery 
packs used in many remote-controlled 
cars. It recharges the 9.6V 600 mAh 
battery pack (RadioShack Cat. No. 
23-229) in 14 to 16 hours, and the 
9.6V 900 mAh battery pack (Cat. No. 
23-329) in 22 to 24 hours. 


CHARGING 

The battery requires a complete 
charge before use. Follow the proce- 
dure below for the first and each suc- 
ceeding use. 

Note: To protect battery packs, allow 
them to cool for 20 minutes before re- 
charging them.

1. Connect the charger's connector 
to the battery’s connector. Be sure 
of correct polarity (gray to black). 

Note: If the connections do not 
mate easily, do not force them. 
They fit only one way. Check that 
you have positioned the connec- 
tors properly. 

2. Plug the charger into a standard 
household AC outlet. The charg- 
ing indicator lights. 

3. Charge the battery pack for 14 to 
16 hours (Cat. No. 23-229) or 22 
to 24 hours (Cat. No. 23-329). 

Note: Do not overcharge the bat- 
tery. Overcharging can reduce its 
useful life.

4. When you finish charging, disconnect the charger from the AC outiet first. Then 
disconnect the connectors by pushing the tab and puiiing them apart. Never 
disconnect the battery connector by puiiing on the wires.
